The order of the day being then called for, The Earl of Shelburne 
proceeded to explain the reafon why he had withed their Lordthips to 
be fummoned. The fituation of public affairs, he faid, called for fome 
fptedy and effeétual method to remove thofe Minifters who had brought 
fuch accuniulated misfortunes and difgrace on this Empire ; his inten- 
tion, therefore, was to have fulbmitted to the Houfe*a refolution of ad- 
drefling his Majefty to difinits, them.. In this meafure bis Lordthip 
faid he was well warranted; as their conduct had nearly ruined every 
part of the Empire. Our army was reduced, our Colonies were loft ; 
and that glory and boaft of Great-Britain, the navy, was no longer 
what it had formerly been, > Weave inferior te our enemies in every 
quarter of the ghobe}' dnd nvithe® dredded’ abroad, nor refpeéted at 
home. Ina fituation fo calamiteus,, when the confidence of the peo- 
ple was loft, and public credit deftvoyed; when ruin ftared us in the 
face, and nothing but a change of 'men and meafures could fave us; 
the legillative power was obliged to ftep in and counteradt the exccu- 
tive part of Government, This was the effect of fad neceffity, and his 
Lordihip lamented that the exigencics of the country démanded fo 
dangerous an interference. Such conduct, however, he underttood, 
had, in fome meafure, produced the defired effeét, and he was happy 
‘to hear.a noble Lord in another place bad officially declared that his 
Majefty’s Minifters were no more. This was a great ftep toward the 
much defired Reformation, and though the country was at preient 
without Minifters, and had been fo for thefe three weeks paft, yet as 
Monday next was to produce.a mew Set, he thought it would be im- 
proper to purfue the motion for which he had folicited the atrendance 
of the Houfe. The Minifter, it was tsue, who had made this promife 
in the Commons had often decejved the public, and many noble Lords 
thonght, in the prefent moment, his word was not to be trafted ; and 
that the motian for difmiffal thould now be made. His Lordthip how- 
ever had more confidence in what was faid by the Minifter on this fub- 
jeét, as he thought that no man would dare to attempt fuch a delufion. 
It would be a crime of fuch magnitude as to draw down peculiar ven- 

eanee-—a vengeance ftoo which might be of a very dangeroos nature. 
for thefe reaions he thought it would be prudent tolet matters reft till 
Monday, when the public might be able to judge whether the Mini- 
fter’s atfertion was fonnded op truth, ‘or partook of that fallacy which 
hitherto had marked almoft every other thep of the late Adminiftra- 
tion, : , 
_ Lord Stormont replied, that as 00 queftion was beford the Houfe, he 
could not, with psopriety, enter into a defence of an Adminiftration, 
which was fo generally attacked by the noble Earl. But whenever 
that matter came, in a parliamentary manner, before the Houfe, and 
his country thought proper to calk into queftion his official conduét, he 
was ready and wiling to meet the enquiry. His fituation in life had 
given him a longer account to fettle with the public, than that of any 
ether Lord in office : But as he was confident in the upright intention 
of all he had done, and knew from his heart, that he had aéted ac- 
cording to what he thought bef for the intereft of the empire, he 
dreaded no public inveitigation, nor did Hé.care how foon the day came. 
As to what had been faid by the. noble: Earl, refpeéting ‘* a want of con- 
fidence in the Minifter, alluded to ig the Lower Houfe, and that his 
word Was not to be trufted ;" he hégzed leave to differ in opinion from 
his Lordthip. That Minifter’schara&tér wag high in the eiteem of the 
very men whofe politics he oppofed; and mariy. ef them had’ been 
warm in bis praife. He was revered by thofe of the highelt charadter; 
he was one, on whofe private virtues even. malignity itfelf could not 
fatten ; and whenever the temper of the times cooled, and a fair and 
candid enquiry was inftituted, the conduét of that noble Lord would 
be found as irreproachable in his public ftation as in dometlic life. Af- 
ter feveral other warm eulogiums on Lord North, the noble Vifcount 
concluded with a wilh, that whocver.fhail compofe the future Admini- 
ftration, may have thei: endeavours for peace and profperity crowned

Lord Shelburne anfwered, that the Noble Vifcount had mifunder- 
ftood what he faid, refpecting the Minifter in the other Houfe, He 
did not doubt the veracity of ‘the Noble Lord, but confided in what 
he had promifed. Had-he thought the Noble Lord was trifling on 
fuch an occalion, he fhould not’ poftpone his motion an hour longer. 
His Loidihip appealed to the Hoyfe, whether his words were not, 
** "hat the minifter-had loft the confidence of the people; and that 
feveral Lords doubted the performance of the promite made in the o- 
ther Houle.” As to his own belief, ‘he did plice confidence in the at= 
fertion,. that the lete Minijlers were no more; but many of his noble 
friends were of a different opinion, andexpréfid their fentiments to 


that effe€t. Some of them were in the hoyfe, who, he was certain, 


would avow their words, if called upon ; forthe declaration was made 
openly, and without any feal of fecrecy. ‘The praife the Noble Vif- 
count had beftowed on his friend was fuch as.leafed him to hear—it 
was the ufwal tribute of office—the panegyrick of one minifter to ano- 
ther Bat, -his Lordthip much feared, that few of the people would 
be found to join in that good epinion—thry had caufe—they had bit- 
ter experience to make them think otherwife, As to what the Noble 
Vifcount faid, about mecting a publictriat, and fubmitting his aétions 
to the telt of enquiry—thefe were big, words—they founded grand, and 
carried with them great fhow of reétitude... But within his ewn know- 
ledgy, and though not, very old, he was old enough always to remem- 
ber fimilar language in Parliament, when the day of reckoning was 
not near, But the tone gradually foftened, as the time of tral ap- 
proached, and the loud notes of confidentiak innocence becatne-lower 
and lower, till at laft they defcended to “awaken pity and folicit’ com- 
paffion.—Hi§ Lord‘kip concluded with obferving, that his fentiments 
had been for many years the fame in refpect.ta,the Government of this 
country—that they ftill continued fo," and whenever an adminitsation 
was formed on a conttitutional bafis, it ‘Would have bis yarmett fup- 
port and concurrence. He defired, however, that ‘it might be under-

for fo great an expedition, even before the arrival of the re- 
inforcements.
